Fall of Marks Brings Bartering 
Back Into Business of Germany 


BERLIN , July 2 5 —T he con­ 
tinued fall of the m ark, 
not 
only in exchange value b u t in 
dom estic purchasing pow er, is 
rapidly 
bringing G erm any to 
the point of "old fashioned b ar­ 
terin g in kind.” 
A strong tendency is develop­ 
ing am ong farm ers to refuse to 
accept paym ent in m arks for 
th e ir produce.

While California dairym en have 
their problems, which are serious 
and at times seem alm ost unsur­ 
mountable. they should take cour­ 
age from the fact that dairymen 
of 
this state 
have several 
im­ 
portant advantages over dairymen 
of the middle 
west. 
Yet 
those 
dairymen have become independ­ 
ent and developed prosperous com­ 
munities, according to W. M. Cory, 
assistant farm advisor. 
‘’California has a longer growing 
season,'* said Cory. “Twice 
the 
number of crops of alfalfa can be 
obtained from each acre of Cali­ 
fornia land and each crop is as 
bountiful as can be grown 
else­ 
where. 
“We have to irrigate in 
m ost 
sections, it is true, but through 
the growing season crops may be 
cut and cured at the proper time 
w ithout fear of having the 
hay 
damaged or ruined by rains. 
"This is a very great advantage, 
for, as anyone who has 
grown 
alfalfa in the middle w est knows, 
during an average year at 
least 
half of the hay produced is dam­ 
aged or totally destroyed by rains. 
Some years alfalfa growers in the 
middle west are lucky to harvest 
a single crop without getting It 
soaked In the process of 
curing. 
On such years many tons become 
moldy and ruined before it can be 
cured. Aside from alfalfa Califor­ 
nia can harvest a crop and 
raise 
another crop for silage on 
the 
same land before the end of tho 
growing season, 
‘‘Our climate 
is 
comparatively 
mild throughout the year In the 
most 
im portant 
dairy 
sections. 
Less feed is required to furnish 
the heat energy 
to keep 
cows 
warm and more of it can go into 
butterfat. 
“Every middle w est dairyman 
knows that a blizzard Is sure 
to 
reduce m arkedly the milk produc­ 
tion of his herd. Dairymen in the 
colder sections 
of 
our 
country 
must. if they are at all successful, 
provide adequate shelter for their 
cattle from the storms. This means 
costly buildings, more labor, 
In­ 
creased overhead and greater cost 
of production.”
